Crosby left
the place and came back up town to get
an officer to arrest Dinkins, and was
accompanied back by Officer Jacobs,
who went in the house and told Din-
kins his errand, Crosby remaining out
in the yard. : ’

Officer Jacobs states that Dinkins
told him he would give bond for his ap-
pearance, but did not have the money
with him and would have to come to
town to get it. He started out ahead
of the officer, and as he reached the
the steps, the people in the house heard
four or five shots fired in rapid succes-
'sion, and the officer ran through the
' door to find Dinkins in the act of fall-
ling. Crosby was standing just inside
| the yard, with his pistol in his hand.
| Dinkins was assisted into the house
'and Dr. Wilson summoned to attend
‘him. The doctor found a bullet hole
through his right lung, one elbow shat-
tered by another shot, and a flesh
wound in one of his thighs. Dinkins
was carried to the Union Hospital and
his wounds treated. The shot through
the lung is the only really dangerous
wound, but it is an extremely serious,
one, and the physicians at the hospital |
yesterday considered his chances for|
recovery exceedingly small. He rested
very well last night, and this morning,
however, and unless complications set
in he may get well.

Young Crosby, whose mother lives at

for seven or eight months, working as
night operator for a portion of the time,
and in the ticket office of the Atlantic
Coast Line.

Aside from the assertion that he shot
Dinkins in self-defense, he declines to
discuss the affair. He was carried to
the county jail by Officer Jacobs where
he will be kept until the result of Din-
kins’ wounds is known.
